Streets toba Lett in Condition Ac- 


ceptable to the Mayor. 


The final hearing of tho petitioners 


of the Portsmouth & Dover railroad for 
a location of an electric street raih\ ay 
through the streets of our city was 
held ia the city rooms before the board 
of mayor and aldermen on Thursday 
evening. 


All the locations as asked for by the 


road were granted and the citizens of 
Portsmouth can rest 
assured 
that 


ground will be broken and work on lay- 
ing the rails will commence next week. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Mayor Tilton, the full board of alder- 
men and a number of prominent citi- 
zens being present. 


The mayor stated tho object of the 


meeting, after which the city clerk read 
the petition and the affidavits as to the 
time and place of the hearing, which 
wore published in the local papers. 


Judge Page, attorney for tho railroad 


people, then made a few remarks rela 
tive to the petitions stating it was prac- 
tically the same location as granted Mr. 
Gerald and his associates, with a little 
modification, the only real difference 
being in the location of tho polea, 
which it was found necessary to change 
as a great many of them, us granted 
under the Gerald charter, would come 
in very undesirable places, while others 
would make a much longer span of 
wire than is thought practicable. 
The 


tracks will also run through Market 
and Bridge streets, instead of through 
Vaughan, and also through State street, 
by the Kockingbain house, which was 
not in the old location granted. 


Judge Page stated to the board that 


Engineer Thompson was present and 
would answer any questions in regard 
to constructing the road. 


Aid. Yeaton wanted to know what 


style poles would be used, and was told 
that in the compact part of the city 
iron poles would bo used, while all 
others would be of chestnut, twelve 
inches at the base tapering to nine 
inches at the top. The wooden poles 
woxild be round and it has been demon- 
strated that chestnut is better than hard 
pine, as they wculd last longer and are 
much safer. 


Aid. Hoyt asked the engineer if the 


grade of any of the streets through 
which the road was located would be 
changed any. 
Mr. Thompson stated 


that as far as possible the road would 
conform to the street grade, but on the 
lower part of Pleasant street tho grade 
would have to be changed somewhat,! 
but not enough to make it necessary to 
change any of the curb stones or in- 
jure any of the property abutting the 
street. 


City Solicitor Kelley asked that pole 


ninety-six, which was located in front 
of his residence on Middle street, be 
changed so as to come on the dividing 
lino, and the request was granted. 


Solicitor Kelley then said that while 


the company was putting in the road 
some competent person representing the 


estimated not to exceed 3350. 


The object was to give the section of 


the city in which the Farragut school is 
situated the benefit of kindergarten 
work, it being the purpose of the board 
of instruction to maintain four of these 
branches, one at the Uavcn school, one 
at the Cabot street, one al the Spaldmg 
and the fourth at the Farragut.

Bids on constructing tho pow- 
er house will be opened August 2d. 
Tho house will be on Noble's island 
and the car barn at the Croek. 
Local 


teamsters have been called upon to bid 
on distributing the ties and rails through 
the streets, the contract calling for the 
same being delivered on one street at a 
time, just as last as the workmen re- 
quire them, thereby avoiding having 
the rails and ties piled up and obstruct- 
ing any thoroughfare."

POSTAL REGULATIONS

Free lo Change ot Addrew 


A new order has been received from 


the department at Washington by Post- 
master Bides in which a new regulation 
is promulgated which prohibits for- 
warding to persons who have changed 
their address any matter, other thau 
letters, unless prepaid, as when first 
mailed. Individuals to whom matter is 
mailed will be notified and will be re- 
[uired to forward stamps, paying letter 
postage to make the return. 


A case in point to illustrate the situa 


lion: You go to Kittery and wish your 
mail forwarded. 
Only letters will be 


sent to you. Should a newspaper, tran- 
sient or otherwif,e,or merchandise be re- 
ceived in Portsmouth it will not be sent 
to you unless postage is paid a second 
time; if paid and you have returned to 
Portsmouth or gone elsewhere in the 
meantime, postage must be paid again. 
Tho bundle may not be worth the trou- 
ble and expense you are put to, but the 
Average man and woman's curiosity is 
such that they would chase a package 
to the end of the earth and squander 
their last ponnv to get it. 


The feature of the ordur that will not 


be appreciated by postmasters and their 
clerks is in the fact that all such mail 
must be held 30 days and is liable to re- 
quire a ehorehouso somewhere.

was in very great luck as a naval star 
She had her part throughout tho civil 
war mall thoh.irdost of blockading aud 
cruising service, and fought well when 
over she had tho chancr>, hut she did 
not havo tho luck of getting into thu 
papers.

time as tho Kearsargo to crulsv for tbat 
toourge of tho seas, the Alabama, aud 
just missed her by the inert st chance 
ou two occasions in the China sea.s. 


It was in 1SI13, toward the end of tho 


dual reign of tho tycoon and the mika- 
do, when Jap.tu WHS in tho throes ot 
civil war, and tho forcog of tho rein 1 
princes wore resisting to tho last the 
passing of tho old feudal system. 
Tho 


Prince of Nagato wa.s one of the."1, and 
from bis tiny kingdom that fronted on 
(he straits' of Siiuonoseki ho declared 
himself lord paramount of o-t orything in 
si^'bt, including tho neighboring seas, 
from which ho took geuorous toll as did 
cvtr the pirate chiefs of Tarifa 
He 


had laid violent hands and hot shot 
upon the vessels of -various powt rs, iu- 
eluding liro.it Britain, Franco, tht; 
Netherlands and the United States'. 


Meantime Prince Kagato throve and 


flourished by the strait of Sinionoseki, 
and falling one day to "ring tribute oi 
blackmail by any othei means ho fired 
ou tho American merchantman Pem- 
broke and killed a couple of her crew. 
There was another diplomatic protest of 
the combined foreign representatives to 
the Japanese- government, and Com- 
mander McDugall, who happened to be 
in port with tho Wyoming, suggested 
that if the mikado could not take u. full 
out. of his rebellious subject tho Wyo- 
ming could aud would without much 
urging. ThU struck tho government aa 
a good thing and an easy way out of the 
international difficulty, 
so McDugall

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The warning notes from Europe, con- 


veyed through reputable newspapers, 
that the United States is not to be left 
free to conduct a campaig in Europe 
iare interpreted in some quarters as 
really the only hopeful signs visible 
looking towards the beginning of peace 
negotiallons. Bearing in mind Ihe. well 
recognized reluclance of the Euvopean 
nations to" allow y% interference with 
the balance of po\T-.-r in Europe, it Is 
assumed that the neulral nations may 
now be spurred on by knowledge of the 
approach of Watson's eastern squadron 
to make the strongest representations 
to Spain in the direction of peace.. But 
regardless of the success of the expedi- 
tion from this point of view, it is still 
the steadfast purpose of the adminis- 
tration to send a squadron to European 
vaters.

of age was run over by an electric car 
OD the Exeter and Hampton street rail- 
way at Hampton at midnight last night 
and horribly mangled. 


The death of the unfortunate man is 


go suspicions that Coroner Eider is 
busy today holding an investigation. 


It seems that Blake was paid a large 


sum of money on Thursday and went to 
the bench ut 6 o'clock. He was seen 
later m the evening and appeared to be 
all right. 


At 11 o'clock he wag met by a party 


of fonr and they proceeded to fill up. 
Soon after they started to drive home 
in a team. 


The last car to leave the beach at 


night, left Cutler's at 12 o'clock last 
night. 
Ererything went well until 


near the town house when the car sud- 
denly struck an object on the track. 
The motermau pnt on the brakes and 
stopped as soon a* possible. Lanterns 
were procured and it was seen that the 
car had struck a man and horribly 
mutilated him. The skull was crashed 
and the brains distributed along the 
track for some feet. The body was al- 
so disemboweled. 


Neighbors soon recognized the body 


as that of Eri Blake and word was sent 
to Supt. JlcReil in Exeter. Coroner 
Bider happened to be at Hampton 
beach on the case of Tuesday and Supt. 
McReil had him summoned. He viewed 
the remains, the scene of the accident 
and at once impaneled a jury composed 
of Joseph Brown, Judge Charles M 
Lamphrey and John A. Fhilbrick. The 
jurors viewed the remains and then ad- 
journed to this morning at 9 o'clock ai 
the town house. The body was taken 
to the town hall and placed in charge 
of a keeper. 


Blake was 43 years of age and was em 


ployed an trackman by the Boston 
Maine road. He has a wife living, with 
whom he did not live and three child 
ren. 


This morning Coroner Rider learned 


a few things from outside sources which 
convinced him that all was not right 
and it is the opinion of Hampton peo 
pie and perhaps the coroner himself, 
that Blake was not killed by the car.bu 
that he was murdered and then placei 
on the track to cover up the crime. 


From a man who resides close by 


whera the accident occurred a Heral 
representative learned that shortly be 
fore midnight he was aroused by hear 
ing a noise in the road in front of hi 
house and be could distinguish angry 
voices. He get up and looked out, bat 
owing to the darkness could distin- 
guish nothing.
